The Admiralty said the total was 
slightly below the weekly average 
for the 46 weeks of the war and 
less than a fourth of the highest 
weekly figure. 

Eleven British ships, one Allied 
vessel and six neutrals were in- 
cluded among the losses listed for 
the week ending July 21. - 

The Admiralty announced that 
German losses up to July 28 
amounted to approximately 908,000 
tons and Italian losses to 254,000 
tons, or a grand total of about 
1,162,000 tons of enemy shipping 
sunk since the start of the war.

CONTROL OF OIL, SCRAP 
EXPORTS [5 EXPLAINED 


View in Washington Is That 
Licenses Are Potential Way 
to Curb Japan. 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP).— 
The new export licensing system 
for aviation gasoline and scrap met- 
al was viewed in authoritative cir- 
cles today as giving the Govern- 
ment a potential means of dissuad- 
ing Japan from pushing anti-Ameri- 
can policies in the Orient. 

Under President Roosevelt’s re- 
cent proclamation, Government li- 
censes will be required after to- 
morrow midnight for exports of 
aviation motor fuel, aviation lubri- 
cating oil, tetraethyl lead and No. 
1 heavy melting iron and steel 
scrap. 

Well-informed sources predicted 
that licenses would be issued for 
the export of “considerable quanti- 
ties” of these commodities. Al- 
though these licenses will be for 
one year, they may be revoked 
whenever the Government decides 
that national defense needs re- 
quire it 

Thus, continued shipments may 
be licensed to Japan, but it was 
pointed out that they could be cut 
off at any time—for instance if 
that country intensified efforts to 
slam shut the “open door” of equal 
‘commercial opportunity in China. 
And such action would have to

| LABOR AND DEFENSE. 


That little clique of Bourbons—men who seem ab- 
solutely incapable of learning that they are the ulti- 
mate beneficiaries of labor legislation through its in- 
crease of purchasing power—has found a new ex- 
cuse for an attack on American workers in the cur- 
rent preparedness drive. 

In the name of patriotism, we are now hearing de- 
mands for abrogation of the eight-hour day, for re- 
peal of the wage-hour law, emasculation of the 
‘Wagner Act, nullification of the Walsh-Healy Act. 
| If national defense really required this, there could 
'be no valid objection. After all, preservation of the 
‘nation is paramount. Wagner Acts and wage-hour 
‘laws would get short shrift from a conquering Hit- 
ler. If we were faced with conquest, we would sacri- 
fice them now to enjoy their benefits another day. 

But we are not yet in such straits—and the Bour- 
bons can’t make us believe that we are. The argu- 
ments that they use simply do not hold water. 
| They want to do away with the eight-hour day and 
‘the 40-hour week, they say, so that we may build 
‘more guns and planes in less time. Hitler found out 
‘that a nation could not rearm that way. He tried the 
12-hour day and then reverted to the shorter eight- 
hour period. England, too, is abandoning the speed- 
up ordered last May. Modern industrial techniques, 
unlike those of an earlier day, put such a strain on 
the worker that he actually produces less in 12 hours 
‘than in eight. The law of diminishing returns works 
that way. 

Even if our armaments industry were expanded 

far beyond its present capacity, it would find an 
‘ample reservoir of workers in our 10,000,000 unem- 
| Economists tell us that rearmament is not 
la great job-producing industry. They have no hope 
‘that the present program will make room for more 
‘than three or four million of our jobless. 
But it is not a matter of finding men, the Bour- 
'bons counter. It is a matter of skilled men. Well, 
| many of our unemployed, as certified by L. Metcalfe 
Walling, administrator of the Walsh-Healy Act, are 
highly skilled. We are now training many more. 
And, if worst comes to worst, there is no law 
against paying men overtime in industries getting 
a guaranteed profit of at least 10 per cent. 

France is held up as the horrible example. Be- 

cause the trade unionists balked at working all day 
and all night two and three years ago, France fell 
‘to Hitler, we are told. Isn't the shoe on the other 
foot? Did not Daladier alienate the support of loyal 
Frenchmen by ruthlessly and unnecessarily depriv- 
‘ing them of hard-won gains? 
Our own labor relations record during the last 
'war is a far better guide for our conduct in this 
| emergency than the example of the men of Munich. 
| Oure way brought victory. It also formed, as has 
| been pointed out on this page, the basis for the re- | 
|forms of the New Deal. Essentially, it was no more | 
‘than patriotic co-operation of government, industry 
‘and labor. Under it, industry got profits, labor got 
| better wages and government got the efficiency vital 
ito victory. 

American labor is as patriotic now as it was in 
1917. That is clearly demonstrated by the unselfish 
work of Sidney Hillman and other union officials, 
CIO and AFL, in this emergency. It is a. sorry duty 
to be forced to report that these people are concernéd 
lest this effort to arm against totalitarianism may 
bring them one of the bitterest fruits of totalitar- 


tiated:

Instead, the President’s letter hints vaguely that 
great and immediate perils confront the nation. It 
uses alarmist language and makes ominous implica- 
tions. His message strikes a note that is sure to 
be disturbing to many people. 

It is generally agreed that the National Guard is 
at present inadequately trained, that intensive field 
work is necessary to bring it up to proper defense 
efficiency. Why does not the President state this in 
straightforward, business-like language, without 
alarming overtones? Or does he assume that it is 
necessary to sound the tocsin, to rouse the people’s 
fears, in order to get agreement on this simple propo- 
sition? 

Americans know they have a big job of defense- 
building ahead of them, to ward off the coming Nazi 
threat to this hemisphere. They are entering upon 
the job with energy and determination. Mobilizing 
the National Guard will mean some disturbance in 
the country’s civil and industrial life, but the peo- 
ple would not be averse to this step were its necessity 
clearly shown. 

However, the President’s message on the subject 
is unduly mysterious. Certainly Congress will ask to 
have the matter clarified before it grants the author- 
ity. For the American people want to “know what 
this is all about.

Aside from some Cole Porter's 
tunes—“You're the Top,” “Anything 
Goes” and “I Get a Kick Out of 
You”’—the show runs its highest 
‘test for comedy alone. 
wearing the garments of holiness, 
Public Enemy No. 13 still has the 
instincts of his profession. To see 
him steal the shoes of his fellow 
passengers, win a trapshooting con- 
test with a machine gun or play 
strip poker for a change of clothes 
is great fun.

In order to obtain dividends, the 
Senators said, it was necessary for 
the Missouri Pacific system to 
“juggle its accounts, lay off em- 
ployes, cut payrolls to the bone, 
skimp on maintenance, postpone 
necessary improvements of road 
and equipment, borrow money to 
pay interest, defy the accounting 
regulations of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, and finally to 
despoil its own security holders by 
declaring dividends out of capital.” 

The report said “dividends of 
many companies in the Missouri 
Pacific system were continued un- 
til December, 1931; in February, 
1932, the Missouri Pacific was wait- 
ing on the doorstep of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation for 
Government aid, and in 1933 it was 
bankrupt. 

“The improvident dividend poli- 
cies engaged in by Missouri Pacific 
system roads both before and after 
acquisition of control by Alleghany 
Corporation were one of the causes 
of the current bankruptcies of the 
Missouri Pacific and many of its 
subsidiaries, hastening them and 
intensifying their effects. 

On Dividend Payments, 

Among “abuses” reported were 
these: 

The Missouri Pacific acquired 


$12,400,000 in 1931. Yet Texas & 
Pacific dividends in 1931 were as 
high as in 1928, and more than dou- 
ble the 1925-1927 average. 

“In addition to these and other 
drastic measures, the Missouri Pa- 
cific falsified its income statements 
to swell still further the amount 
available for dividend declarations.” 


RECORD OF CONTROL 
DEAL’S APPROVAL

Economical Menus 


HE strawberry season may be 
T definitely over, even in the 

farthest northern reaches of 
the country, but. that’s no reason 
for foregoing the lusciousness that 
is fruit shortcake. Peach  short- 
cake may be less dear to the Amer- 
ican heart, but it is very nearly if 
not quite as delectable to the palate. 
Incidentally, this is a good way 
of using those green peaches which 
occasionally reward the most care- 
ful housewife’s patient selection. 
Slice and sugar them in the usual 
way, and then put them into a 
saucepan, cover, and simmer very 
gently until they are soft. If they 
are dry as well as green, a little 
water should be added. Either hot 
or cold, these will be as sweet and 
juicy as the most perfect ripe peach- 
es. 


Peach Shortcake (cost about 20c) 


Two pounds fresh peaches, one- 
half cup sugar (or to suit taste), 
one and a half cups all-purpose 
flour; three teaspoons baking pow- 
der, one-half teaspoon salt, one ta- 
blespoon sugar, one-third cup short- 
ening, one-half cup milk. 


Peel and slice peaches, sprinkle 
with sugar, and let stand either ip 
or out of refrigerator while mak- 
ing the shortcakes. Sift flour, meas- 
ure, and resift three times with 
baking powder, salt and sugar. Cut 
in shortening with pastry blender 
or two knives (to consistency of 
wheat grains); then add milk all 
at once and stir until dough just 
stiffens. Turn. out onto floured 
board and pat or roll out to about 


three-eighth inch thick. Cut with 
large round cutter, or cut in 
squares. If soft shortcakes are de- 
sired, brush half the biscuits with 
melted butter, lay the remaining 
biscuits over them, and bake to- 
gether. If crisp ones are preferred, 
bake them singly. Bake on lightly 
greased baking sheet in a hot oven 
(450 degrees Fehrenheit), for 12 
to 15 minutes, or until golden 
brown. Serve hot, with plenty of 
melted butter and with the sugared 
peaches between and on top of the 
biscuits. Serves five.

ORTY YEARS IN THE THEATER 


Stanley Harrison, English 


gives you time for a variety of 

theatrical activities, and Stan- 
ley Harrison, newly arrived Eng- 
lish comedian at the Municipal 
Opera, has covered them all. In- 
Stead of being a mere “star of 
Stage, screen and radio,” as they 
say of the Hollywood headliners, 
Harrison has gone from choir boy 
to comedy, and in between times 
has dashed off a bit of drama, mu- 
sical shows, vaudeville, ‘adio, 
movies, pantomimes and Shake- 
speare. 

“I believe,” he mused, “that I’ve 
been in everything, barring cir- 
cuses, and sometimes I really think 
I'd like to be a clown in a circus.” 

At present, Harrison is fairly 
close to being a clown, as he is 
a comedian—or “comic” as he pre- 
fers to call it. This is understand- 
able, as the portly proportioned, 
white-of-hair and red-of-face actor 
looks like the retired English 
colonel of fiction, particularly P. 
G. Wodehouse fiction. In “Anything 
Goes,” which was in rehearsal the 
day we saw him backstage at the 
opera, he is an English lord. 

“Lord Somebody-or-other,” he 
said in “veddy, veddy” British ac- 
cents. “Let’s see,” he fished for 
his script. “Lord Oakleigh. Didn't 
even know my own name—isn’t 
that silly? But after all these 
years it’s a little hard to remem- 
ber who I am. When producers 
say, ‘And what did you play in 
last, Mr. Harrison?’ sometimes I 
can't for the life of me remember. 

“I do remember the beginning of 
my career. I started out as a choir 
boy in London. I was born in 
Glasgow, Scotland, but we moved 
to London. My father was an or- 
fanist and my grandfather was an 
organist, so 1 was pushed into the 
choir at an early age and Stayed 


there until I was 14. Then I sort 


F ives years in the theater 


of migrated into a minstrel show. 
The head of the show heard me 
sing—I was solo boy by that time— 
and offered me a job. So I black- 
ened my face and went away. 

“T think I must have been the 
first boy soprano to sing in black- 
face. I stayed with the show until 
my voice broke. When it came 
back two years later I began to 
study for the opera but my voice 
wasn’t so good. In fact, it was 
lousy, and after an authority my 
father had sent me to told me so, 
I thought, oh, what's the differ- 
ence, I'll go on the stage. Which 
I did. 

“T played in London and the prov- 
inces, doing first serious roles and 
then comedy. In -1912, I came to 
America in a Scotch play, ‘Bunty 
tulls the Strings,’ and I’ve been 
back to England only a half dozen 
times since then. I played with all 
the big stars here—Nat Goodwin, 
Laurette Taylor, John Drew; in a 
lot of musicals for the Shuberts— 
As You Were’; ‘The New Yorkers, 
in which Jimmy Durante made his 
first appearance; ‘Circus Princess ; 
‘Artists and Models.’ I played in 
two Theater Guild shows, School 
for Husbands’ and ‘Amphytrion,’ 
with the Lunts—I was the comic 
trumpeter in that. 

“T don’t believe I have a favorite 
play, though I’m very fond of ‘The 
Great Waltz’—I’m going to play 
my own role in that here—but I 
do have a favorite incident. It 
happened while I was plaving in a 
drama in Sheffield, England. In 
the drama I was an inventor and 
had just finished my invention nd 
had it all on blueprints in a safe 
right before the audience. Well 
there I am by the safe when the 
comic comes in and tells me the 
villain is out to steal my blueprints, 
so 1 open the safe, take them out, 
and close it again.

SN’T it a fact that things run 
J muce: more smoothly when you 

are well rested? You take little 
problems in your stride and you 
face the big problems with logic. 
But just allow yourself to get very 
tired and all problems take on 
alarming proportions. You worry 
a great deal and in no time at 
all you have developed fear—fear 
of the future, fear that you lack 
ability, fear of everything. That 
is a horrible state to drift into, 
and every woman should avoid it 
like the plague! 


You are capable of doing only 
so much each day. Your body 
tires and your mind tires after 
you have worked them six, eight 
or 10 hours. If you strain them 
beyond their normal endurance 
you are rapidly using up your re- 
serve energy. 

Personally, I do not think any 
woman has “reserve” energy. We 
have energy, yes, a goodly supply 
of it. If we are in good hefith, 
we have more of it than if we 
are in poor health. But I cannot 
be convinced that we “store” en- 
ergy for emergencies. To my way 
of thinking every woman requires 
so much rest, so much mental re- 
laxation and so much exercise each 
day to keep running normally and 
doing all that is demandea of her. 
There is little chance of creating 
more energy than what she needs 
daily! 

Therefore it is evident that you 
as a woman, or girl, should s9 
plan your days as to avoid fatigue. 
Especially if you are not current- 
ly meeting an emergency such as 
caring for a sick loved one or 
“pinch hitting” for another tem- 
porarily indisposed, 

It doesn’t hurt a mite for a 
woman to have an eight-hour day 
of work—either in the home or 
business. But if her workday 
stretches on into the night, she 
is going to get tired and trouble 
begins.

chronically fatigued or worried: is 
that they fill their days (and their 
nights, too) with unnecessary ob- 
ligations and tasks. ; 

Take an hour today, relax on a 
bed, and think over all the things 
you think you must do.

I know women who are fortu- 
nate enough to have assistance 
with their housework. Instead of 
delegating certain tasks to their 
maids, and then relying on their 
maids to carry them out imtelli- 
gently, they use up valuable ener- 
gy either checking on how the 
maid did them or actually helping 
the maid do them! Other women 
who get so tired that everything 
irritates them use up good enerzy 
complaining about how things are 
done for them! 


I know another woman who 
thinks she must scrub her kitchen 
floor every single day. <Another 
young housewife feels she must 
use the vacuum on her rugs each 
day, when twice a week would be 
adequate. An office executive I 
know makes it her duty to check 
on the goings and comings of her 
little staff when actually a time- 
keeper is hired for that purpose!

North, despite ... five and one 
half honor tricks, was doing a bit 
of gambling when he made his 
abrupt leap to four no trump. If 
South had not held a high honor 
in spades there would have been 
two tricks off the hand immedi- 
ately, with a heart or diamond loser 
also possible. Hence there was 
not the safety in even a five heart 
contract (which would be forced 
by the four no trump bid) that 
North apparently counted on. It 
would have been safer for North to 
have raised the heart response all 
the way to game, relying on South 
to bid again if he held any sub 
stantial values. However, the slam 
Was certainly there on proper man- 
agement, and North was all the 
more disgruntled that his own ag- 
gressiveness had come to naught. 

West opened the diamond ten. 
Dummy won, and it was immedi- 
ately obvious to declarer that suc 
cess hinged only on a winning fin- 
esse in either spades or trumps. 
To try the trump finesse, however, 
it would be necessary to enter the 
closed hand, and since there might 
be difficulty or danger in this 
maneuver, declarer properly de 
cided to test out the spade situa- 
tion first. He led dummy’s spade 
queen and let it ride. When it held 
(East was not accommodating 
enough to cover) declarer felt a 
little better, but still thought it 
possible that West was holding up 
the king. To clinch the matter one 
way or the other the spade jack 
was led. This time East did cover, 
for a very farsighted reason. He 
wanted to help declarer take the 
lead in his own ‘7.4. 

he success of the spade finesse 
probably went to declarer’s head 
and fired him with entirely too 
much ambition. He now had vi- 
sions of taking all the tricks. So 
he finessed the queen of hearts 
tnrough West and was hit by a 
juggernaut. East pounced on the 
trick and returned a spade, all] in 
ne sweeping movement, and West 
gleefully ruffed. 

It had been perfectly correct for 
the declarer to try out the spade 
Situation, and even his second lead 
of t suit had some merit, but 
after the spade king was captured 
and the success of the small siam 
contract Was virtually assured. it 
was crimimal to finesse for the 
heart king.
